In its Press Bulletin of Oct- 
ober 23, the Dept. of Bxtension, 
Univ. of Alberta, reperts many 
requests for pure seed received 
by the University Field Hus. 
bandry Dept, Therefore a limit 
will be placed on ameunts a!- 
lowed; and each applicatien 
dealt with in order received. 
Applieations for seed may be 
made by ordinary letter, and 
notifention in regard to price 
and what extent the order can

“Renfrew wheat is later, long-

feared. It is not adapted to 
districts where difficulty is ex.

Dairy Product Act 


Amendments to the Dairy Produce Act 
and Regulations 

The text of The Datry Product Act 
as amended this year and regulations 
under the act hayo been published by 
the department of agriculture at Ot- 
tawa in uniform style with other acts 
relating to agriculture. There 1s one 
new amendment to the act authorizing 
the governor-{n-councll to make regu- 
lations that will enable the dairy pro- 
duce grader to refuso to grado any 
dairy produce and to withhold grade 
certificates, Sections 24 to 28 inclu- 
sive have been added to the previous 
23 of the regulations. These provide: 


That any butter cut or moulded into, 


prints or blocks shall be deemed to be 
not graded, and that no person shall 
brand, mark, describe or advertise for 
sale as graded, butter which shall have 
been so cut or moulded; that a grad- 


er’s certificate covering any such lots | 


shall he decmed cancelled; that no 


person shall pack butter in a package | 


bearing marks of previous grading 
that no pergon shall sel, offer for salo 
or have in his possesston butter 
branded, marked, described or adver- 
tised contrary to these regulations and 


that any butter on which mould has} 


appeared, wiether on the butter itself 
or on the

Civilization Came qe East 


Scientist Says Modern’ Man Existed In 
Egypt 15,000 Years Ago 

Nearly fifteen thousand years ago, 
people much like the modern man and 
woman existed in Egypt, 
Willlam Filnders Petrie declared at 
the British Assoclation at Southamp- 
ton, England. 

He explained that relics of a clvil- 
{zation known as the Badaran had 
been found in the Fayum basin of the 
Nile, and flints and pottery had been 
discovered of a date not later than 
thirteen thousand years before Christ? 
Skulls found were precisely like those 
of modern man and woman, 

“If the evidence is substantiated,” 


he. added, “and I see no possibility of | 


getting over it, we shall have to wipe 
the slate and start at a much earlier 
age than anything previously known 
with an adyanced form of the human 
type. 

“The Badaran clyilization was wide- 
spread, and covered a long period, cer- 
tainly two or three thousand years. 
Meal grinding stones which have been 
found indicate that the people were 


agriculturists. This period was the 
real start of civilization in Egypt. 
There is no doubt that civilization) 


came from the east, and that Europe 
was the ‘Wild West’ of Asiatic civil- 
ization.”

Locate In Western Canada 
A recent dispatch sent out by the 
; Canadian Press states in part: “One of 
the most important parties of land 
soekers to visit the Canadian west 
since the pro-war days of immigration 
from the Ualted States to Canada ar- 
rived in Winnipeg recently under the 
direction of Capt. L. B. Boyd, of the 
St. Paul office of the Canadian Nation- 
al Railways and colonization depart- 
ment. The party comprises some 
thirty ‘dirt farmers’ from Nebraska, 
Wisconsin and North Dakota, all of 
whom are seeking farms in Western 
Canada and who will continue. their 
journey westward. 

“With but one unmarried than in the 
party, those seeking farms represent 
in all some 150 persons who will move 
| to Canada between now and next 
| spring if they can find satisfactory 
locations on the prairles, as all the 
jland seekers are head of familles 
which average four persons, One 
j me smber of the party, Barny Fishback, 
jot Beatrice, Nebraska, has already 
jbeen In part of Western Canada, and 
| having purchased five sections of land, 
jhas come back for more. Mr. Fish- 
| back is one of the leading farmers in 
lnits district of Nebraska, and on pur- 
chasing the land in Western Canada 
placed twelvyo Nebraskans on it as ten- 
ant farmers. His propasition, if fur- 
ther land is purchased by him on this 
trip, is to send other Nebraskans out 
hére to farm for him. 

“Several members of the party rep- 
resent more than one family in thelr 
land seeking efforts. C. L. Myers, of 
| Superlor, Nebraska, is here on behalf 
;of families, all of whom are looking 


for farms in Western Canada. This 
Fed his first trip to the prairie prov- 
jinces.
